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The S^U.S'.C. 101 rejections have not been overcome and the amended claims do not overcome the current prior art. Applicant argues 
that the prior art does not teach observing until a preselected quantity of actual accesses has been observed. As stated in the final office 
action, Examiner disagrees. A preselected quantity can be any number of accesses, including just one access. The claims do not recite a 
specific number of accesses, thus the number of accesses observed may be considered the preselected number of accesses. In fact, the 
preselected quantity may be the number of accesses observed in a defined time period, as taught in paragraph 50 of Mattson. There is 
no step for actually selecting a quantity of accesses to be observed, or no description of what the preselected quantity is. Thus the claim 
is given the broadest reasonable interpretation, and the preselected quantity may be considered the number of accesses observed in the 
defined time period. 
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
